Messina, Jan. 19.—A serious fire 


broke out here today among the ruins 
of tho earthquake wrecked city. The 
remains of the Pennesi palace fell in 
and added to the conflagration. The 
flames are spreading in spite of the 
work of the soldiers to control them 
and the situation is serious. An odor 
of, burning flesh is mingled with the 
smoke, and it is feared that persons 
still alive are being consumed. 


Tongues of flre leaped upward while 


sparks fell in a heavy shower for a 
considerable distance. The heat was 
very great. The alarm was sounded 
on bugles, while the warships In the 
harbor blew their fog horns and sol- 
diers and sailors were hurried to the 
scene in large numbers. No victims 
of the flames yet have been reported. 


The, idmous collection of coins be-

yesterday. 
The archbishop will add 


this money to the pope's fund or dis- 
tribute it as He thinks best. 


Following a decision of the commit- 


tee' the ambassador will forward from 
the same balance the .sum of $1,000 
Eo each of the ten principal 'hospitals 
of Sicily, which are urgently in need 
"bf aid.

Smyrna, Jan. 19.—A sharp earth-

Build- 
ings were damaged in other towns.

New York, Jan. 19.—With both'the 


complainant and the defendant in 
,he main issue involved still unidenti- 
fied, Judge Ward, in the United States 
;ircuit court today • received briefs 
Tom the attorneys who are engaged 
m a preliminary skirmish here over 
what are believed to be criminal libel 
proceedings'by the 
federal govern- 


ment as the result of recent newspa- 
per statements in connection with the 
Panama canal' purchase. 


The fight began in the 
federal 


courts here yesterday when attorneys 
for the New York World.asked Judge 
Ward to quash subpoenas which had 
been served upon two of its employes 
to 
appear 
before 
. the 
federal 


judge for examination. The nature of 
the proceedings was not specified, and 
on this ground the validity of the pro- 
ceedings was contested: 
The brief 


field today followed extended argu- 
ment before Judge Ward yesterday. 
A decision on the point involved is not 
expected to be handed down before 
tomorrow.

Some Witnesses There. 


In the meantime witnesses who 


have not attempted to question the 
regularity of the-methods used to se- 
cure their presence were present "in 
the federal court today. 
Only two 


such, witnesses were examined yester- 
day. They were John E. Weir, a New 
York newspaper man; A. C. Rousey, 
a Boston newspaper man; Harris M 
Crist, Washington 
correspondent of 


the Brooklyn Eagle, and E. N. Engle 
man, employed by a news association. 
All efforts to .ascertain the exact na- 
ture of the proceedings in the' federal 
court have so far been unavailing. • 


In his arguments Federal District 


Attorney Stimson never once intimat- 
ed what was back of the proceedings. 


Swarm of Witnesses.

Record-Breaking Number of 


Delegates—Peace Men 


i 
Are at'Work. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 19.—The 


American coal miners' twentieth an- 
nual convention, which President T. 
L. Lewis called to order in Tomlinson 
hall al 10 o'clock this morning, has 
developed into, one of the largest na- 
tional conventions the miners -have 
ever_heldJ...Be.twee.n..e.lej;ett.,ajad,. twelve" 
hundred delegates were seated in the 
hall for the opening session, and Pres- 
ident Lewis said he expected the at- 
tendance would pii^s that oftwo years 
ago, which established a high'water 
mark with a record of 1,301 delegates. 


Factional differences 'due to the 


election of national officers, 
which 


falls on the convention at this time, 
and the necessity of getting ready to 
meet the anthracite operators are the 
causes for the unexpectedly large at- 
tendance. 
W. D. Ryan read a tele- 


gram from John .Mitchell, in which he 
deplored his inability to get here un- 
til the latter part of the week. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the fullest suc- 
cess would mark the- convention and 
that it would make the organization 
more even than in the past, the great 
bulwark of strength of the American 
miners. 


Peace Element Busy. 


This morning's- session was given 


over almost entirely to the address of 
welcome. 
Today there were indica- 


tions that a. peace element would 
come into the convention to try to 
stay the clash between the- rival fac- 
tions. 


John P. White, national vice presi- 


dent, who is retiring, it was said, may 
head a movement to bring the1 rival 
factions together. In speaking of the 
affair today Mr. White said:' 


"All I can say is that I will act for 


the best interests of the organization. 
We should have good feeling, in this 
convention instead of. bitterness." 


Big Row Ready. 


As soon as the reports of President 


Lewis and' Secretary-Treasurer .Ryan 
have been submitted, it seems prob- 
able that the' convention will at once 
be plunged into a factional dispute, 
led by Mr. Lewis and his opponent for 
the presidency, John H. Walker, of Il- 
linois, over the administration of the 
affairs of the organization. The" anti- 
Lewis 'faction declares it is determin- 
ed to restrict the power of the presi- 
dent, while the - present rules assert 
that the miners can never progress 
toward better contracts with the oper- 
ators unless they adopt a stringent 
rule that Joint contracts shall be in- 
violable and that the national execu- 
tive boards' judgment shall he su- 
preme. 


The controversy is largely due to 


the suspension of the officers of dis- 
trict No. 11, of Indiana, for not hav- 
ing abided by the instruction of Pres- 
ident Lewis and the national hoard to 
return to work in the course of the 
Hudson mine strike. 


Among the delegates there is in- 


tense excitement today because of the 
imminence of the battle. The matter 
of new wage contracts in the various 
districts Is receiving little discussion, 
it being overshadowed by the more 
vital internal discussion.

and King seconded the nomination of 
Senator Hemenway. 


Speaker Honan said he expected an 


adjournment immediately after the 
senatorial election w.as disposed of. 
A similar' program was promised in 
tho senate. 


Hemenway Gets Senate Majority. 
In the senate Senator Hemenway 


received a majority of the votes, the 
republican members casting 27 for 
him. and the democrats 23 for Mr. 
Shively.

Scott in the latter's 
saloon at the northwest corner of Har- 
rison and Main streets about 8 o'clock 
last night, Kenneth Swift, the bar- 
tender in the saloon and the only eye- 
witness to the tragedy, told a very 
connected story of the affair before 
Or. A. J. Keslcr this morning. 


Swift, the woman giving the name 


of Emma Strausser and Irene Scott, 
the wife of the man who fired tho 
ihots, were held under bonds of $500 
:ach ns witnesses by Judge Skelton 
m the city court this morning. There 
was no preliminary hearing and the 
arraignment of the man charger' with 
:he crime was postponed to give Pros- 
jcutor Albert E. Thomas and his depu- 
.y. Harry Hilgeman, time to make 
;nmn investigations., No definite time 
was set. 


The bartender was taken in charge 


of Detective Lenz to the coroner's 
office in the court house this morning 
and in response to questions he told 
'f the. killing, which indicated that 
there was no motive for the crime 
other than drink and that the man's 
life was simply sacrificed to demon 
mm. 


The Bartender's Story. 


."I.. . went.--to-, .work... early .-yesterday 


morning and was relieved 'by Scott 
at noon and was gone a couple, ol 
hours, returning to the saloon about 
o'clock. 
Thornton. came into the sa- 


loon about 3 o'clock and he and Scotty 
and the Toledo man, - whose name 11 
never heard, began drinking and after 
'Blondy' (the name by which Thorn- 
ton was generally known) had taken 
a couple of whiskies he switched to 
short beers, and wnile-1 wouldn't just 
say how many they drank I think they 
must have had as many as twenty. 
They all three seemed to bo friends. 


"When Thornton came in he seemed 


to know this Toledo man and began 
talking with him. 'Blondy' bad some 
arrangement to go junking or some- 
thing with Nick Loraine, a blind man, 
and Nick was in there to see him, but 
I don't know what they said about it. 


"They stood around the bar drinking 


until supper time and I don't know 
whether Scotty invited them up to sup- 
per or what but anyhow they all went 
upstairs I think about 7 o'clock or 
maybe a little before. They all seemed 
to be jolly and the best of friends. I 
difi-n't hear anything said that sounded 
like they was quarreling and there 
was no loud talking. I was waiting on 
the trade and didn't pay any particu- 
lar attention to them except to serve 
them drinks when they wanted them. 


."There is an. elevator from the sa- 


loon up to the rooms where Scotty and 
his wife lived and while they were un 
there to supper I sent up two orders 
of drinks. There may 
have 
been 


more, but my best recollection is that 
only two rounds went up^ 
The firs', 


time I sent up four short beers and a 
shell and the second time four short 
ones. 


Came Down in Good Humor. 


"After they had been up there about 


an hour they came down and stood at 
the west end of the bar. I was play- 
ing cutthroat euchre at a table with 
John George Racquet, Arthur Schatzer. 
and Tommy Nolan at a table in front 
of the bar. They all seemed like they 
were telling stories 
and 
laughing. 


Scotty asked me if I was going to sup- 
per and I told him no it was late and 
I would go home when I got through 
with the game. 


"We went on playing cards and it 


was only a few minutes till something

He died 
upon the threshold of his maturity 
and it is but natural to ;et tho im- 
agination rather than the judgment 
deal with his genius. 
Yet Poe was 


truly great and stands today among 
American men of letters a figure apart 
—original, impressive, puzzling. 


Poe's repute has suffered much from 


wrongs done his life and character by 
his biographer Grlawold, who made 
him a sot at once lost to self-respect, 
recreant to all obligation and in revolt 
against all restraints of moral condi- 
tions. 
Posterity Is coming to know 


better than that and in respect of his 
character justice in full will bo done 
his memory sooner or later.

KOKOMO of some 12,000 population has 210 street lamps—one for every fifty- 


seven ot the population; also a small outfit of twenty-five candle power incandes- 
cents. /An equally good equipment for Fort Wayne would require, instead of our 
meagre 418 understudies for the mooii, some 1,088 2,000-candle power arc lamps 
and 7o or more incandescents burning all night. 


RICHMOND, with a population of some 19,600, has 309 2,000-caudle power 


lamps ior its streets burning all night and every night. This is one lamp for every 
sixty-three inhabitants. If Fort Wayne had an equipment to compare it would 
have ]ust 984 street lamp's. 


Long before Fort Wayne's municipal plant shall have lighted city streets as 


well and as long hours as these two cities of Kokomo and Richmond—less than one- 
nlth and one-third its size—the hunt for new customers to whom to peddle out the 
city s electric current will have passed along with some other ill advised, unjust and 
unprofitable things into that innocuous desuetude which,the late President Cleve- 
land so aptly described.

HUNTINGTON, an hour's ride from Fort Wayno and with considerably less 


than one-fifth our population, has very much to teach Fort Wayne not only in street 
lighting as a provision for the safety and comfort of its citizen's, but iu street illum- 
ination as an important feature of "the city beautiful."

HOUGH Santa Claus til ways begins getting ready 
for the next Christmas the very minute he un- 
harnesses his reindeer, yet he never could'make 


enough toys to go around if lie did not have a lot of 
people to help him. 


In Germany there are several villages where every- 


body works at toy making; not only the mothers, fa- 
thers and children, but even the grandmothers and 
grandfathers. 
For generations these families have 


made toys—dolls, tin soldiers, doll furniture, little 
wooden wagons and wooden animals of all. kinds. In 
many homes the little children begin helping in this 
work when they are so small that they can hardly sit 
at the common working table. 


In some villages there arc large factories where the 


preliminary work on the toys 'is done, such as cutting 
the rough material, the boards or the wooden blocks 
into shape. Then the women of the family call at the 


' factory, get this material and take it home to finish.. 


The factories give out the exact number of pieces nec'- 
essary for a certain quantity of the furniture, not a 
piece more or less, and they demand that the finished 
article must be delivered within a certain time. This 
means, of course, that every one who works on the 
toys must be very careful not to make mistakes, as 
strict account is kept of all material given out. 


TUPS-- •:« «' Uttle ulace right in the Uuai-t of the 


mountains, about an hour's walk from the Bohemian 
boundary—the name of this place is Selften—and here 
the toy making us an independent home industry is in 
full swing yet. Toys have been made, in fact, in every 
family since generations and each family has become 
a specialist for>one or the other kind of toys. There 
are houses in which only carriages are made, there 
are others where only sheep and goats are carved, 
others are specialists for horses, and others, again, 


• carve only soldiers and other human figures. 


The pay these people get from the factories is ridicu- 


lously low; often a whole family will earn only about 
sixty cents a day. All the members of a family, chil- 
dren included, have to work with united forces to 
make a living from this occupation. But the people 
are extremely modest, their occupation leaves them, 
no time to do any complicated cooking, and so they' 
are mostly living on lard and potatoes, with which 
they seem perfectly satisfied. 
, 


The funny little old fashioned wooden animals that 


have been going in and out of Noah's Ark for years 
and years are made chiefly in Griinhainichen and 01- 
bernhau. In looking at these Usures, which vary from 
half an inch to about live inches in size, one may ad- 
mire the skill and the patience required to c-arve'o-ich 
animal. No doubt much skill is required in this kind 
ot work, but there is a certain secret in the manufac-

The turning of these rings is, of course, an art in 


Itself which may not he found anywhere else in the 
world. 
There Is a special union of ring turners

for certain animals—one turning only cow rings or 
horse rings; another sheep rings; still another goat 
rings, and so on. There are, further, rings for graz- 
ing animals, for walking animals, for .-jumping ani- 
mals. &c.
